the Alabarna Department of Public 
Safety. Alabama has been a partici- 
pant in the program since 1982 
Program administrators cited flood 
ing in the state's southern region as 
a contributing factor in the reduced 
number of marijuana plants eradi 
cated last year as compared to previ 
ous years, They also said that many 
growers are planting smaller plots in 
an effort to avoid detection. 
Although the number of plants erad- 
icated was down from previous 
years’ totals, arrests in connection 
with the eradication program 
increased by S51 percent, from 64 
arrests in 1997, to 97 arrests record- 
ed last year 

The eradication effort in Alabama 
vets its official start in early May, as 
the growing season for marijuana 
generally spans the period from 
early spring until approximately the 
first frost 

The program involves a team effort 
of federal, state, and local law 
enforcement agencies and the 
Alabama National Guard. National 
Guard and state trooper pilots pro- 
vide aerial support for the program, 
and ground crews seek out and 
destroy the marijuana, It also relies 
on private residents’ reports of sus- 
pected marijuana growing. 

A toll-free marijuana hot line, 1- 
888-765-8765, is available for 
reporting the location of suspected 
marijuana plots or other illegal drug 
activity in Alabama.

Elba police have active weekend

Elba police are investigating a 
shooting that left two men wounded 
and one man in the county jail. 

At approximately 5:06) p.m 
Sunday afternoon (Jan.17), Elba 
police officers responded to a call 
that a shooting had occurred in the 
parking lot of the Beaver Dam 
Apartments. 

According to Investigator Johnny 
P. Senn, officers discovered that two 
black males had been shot during a 
fight that had taken place near the 
scaver Dam Apartment complex 

Both victims were taken to Elba 
General Hospital, treated and later 
transferred to Southeast Alabama 
Medical Center in Dothan where 
they were listed in stable condition 

Authorities identified the two vic- 
tims as Robert Earl Hooks, 20, and 
Tony Hooks, 23, who both reside at 
Route | Box 47, Elba, AL. 

Senn said that an arrest has been 
made in connection with the shoot- 
ing. Martin Lamar Caldwell, 19, of 
Elba was arrested and charged with 
two (2) counts of assault in the first 
degree and placed in the Coffee 
County jail. He was taken into cus 
tody by officers shortly after the 
shooting without incident in Elba, 

No cause has been given for the 
shooting and the incident remains 
under investigation by the Elba 
Police Department

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Anticipation of computer problems 
predicted to hamper ‘99 economy 


Problems associated with com 
puters and the Year 2000 will con: 
tinue to surf-ace during 1999, and 
the fear of additional computer 
problems will hamper the upcom- 
ing year’s economy, predicts a 
University of Alabama computer 
science expert 

Dr. David Brown, director of the 
computing and information divi- 
sion within the Alabama 
Engineering Research Laboratory, 
expects the anticipation of comput- 
er problems on Jan. 1, 2000, to 
begin affecting the economy by the 
summer of 1999, 

“Tm flairly certain there will be a 
major drop in the stock market,” 
Rrown predicted, “The stock mar 
ket does not wait for the economy 
to go belly-up before it reacts.” 

While smaller companies unable 
to devote resources to fixing the 
widespread computer system prob- 
lem could fold, larger companies 
will devote many resources to the 
problem, Brown said. As a result, 
those companies will spend less 
time producing and developing new 
products, 

“It's basically like giving every- 
body six months’ vacation,” Brown 
said. The limited product supply 
would result in price increases, he 
said. 

The computer problem, often 
referred to as the Year 2000 
Problem or Y2K, stems from the 
1970s when many of the computer 
codes now in existence were writ- 
ten, said Brown, who is doing Y2K 
work for Alabama’s Department of 
Transportation. Because the com- 
puters of the ‘70s had little memo- 
ry, efficiency in storage space was 
essential. To save space, program- 
mers dropped the first two digits 
from dates, so 1973, for example, 
became 73. When those last two 
digits become 00 in the year 2000, 
some computers may treat it as 
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1900, while others may read it as 
invalid 

Credit card transactions and 
Global Positioning Systems, 
responsible for such things as ship 
and aviation navigation, are likely 
to experience some of the first 
problems in 1999, Brown said. As 
those problems become public 
knowledge, people may anticipate 
the worst for 2000 and overreact, he 
said 

“T see it more as a psychological 
problem than anything that has to 
do with reality,” Brown said, 
However, he does expect real prob- 
lems on that fateful day - and after- 
wards 

“Tt will be equivalent to a three 
foot snow that covers the whole 
country,” Brown said. “You are 
going to be inconvenienced, and it 
may even create hardships for a 
short amount of time. I think that 
within a few weeks many systems 
will be back to normal. However, 
it’s going to take five to 10 years to 
get them all worked out.”

The holiday season is over, and 
once again the generosity of indi 
viduals and organizations has made 
it possible for most families, inelud 
ing the poorest - and especially chil 
dren - to enjoy at least one day of 
excitement and a full-course meal. 
Now a new year is upon us with 
exciting possibilities, except for the 
poor, Unfortunately for them, it will 
be a hard, long year. Most likely, 
they will go unnoticed by most of 
society until the next holiday season 
unless they annoy us as panhandlers 
or welfare recipients 

lt doesn’t have to be that way, 
however, because ignorance, not 
apathy, is the ally of poverty. To 
really understand poverty and its 
ignominious consequences, one 
must do a litte more than prepare 
baskets at Christmastime, or buy a 
toy for a needy child, | know from 
personal experience let_ me 
explain how “what I did not know" 
has haunted me since, 

| helped an agency find children 
eligible for Head Start classes in my 
county. One of those children was a 
1-year-old boy. One of the benefits 
of inclusion in the Head Start pro- 
gram was a free medical and dental 
examination, A report from the den- 
tist jolted me into an awareness that 
poverty is a 24-hour, 7-day-a-week, 
year-in, year-out kind of problem, a 
problem not solved with an annual 
Christmas basket. 

The dentist reported that the 
child’s baby teeth had rotted as a 
result of malnutrition and would 
have to be extracted. Even worse, 
X-rays revealed that the boy had no 
adult teeth forming, and would need 
dentures for the rest of his life. 
“How could that be?” | asked in 
unbelievable shock. According to 
the dentist, the youngster had suf- 
fered from malnutrition all his life, 
and possibly even while in his 
mother’s womb 

Since I had a 4-year-old of my 
own with healthy teeth and bones, 
the thought that some other moth- 
er’s child would suffer for life 
because of childhood malnutrition 
pierced my heart. 

That little boy had needed more 
than a Christmas basket; he needed 
help 52 weeks of the year through 
the long four years of his tiny life 
but didn’t get it. Until then, I had 
Hot known the extent of poverty, its 
depth, or its consequences for many 
people in my home county. This dis- 
covery moved me to find out more 
and do more 

My life changed a great deal that 
day. Like many others, I had been 
poor, or so | thought, but had “got- 
ten over it.” As far as | knew, so had 
everyone else. After meeting that 
little boy, | was haunted by what I 
did not know and had not tried to 
learn. Thus began a process that, 25 
years later, has brought me to this 
place and moment. 

As Executive Director of the 
Alabama Poverty Project, which is 
housed at Samford University in 
Birmingham, | haye compiled and 
calculated a range of numbers and 
descriptive statistics that measure 
and describe poverty and its conse- 
quences in every 
Alabama. 

This information is compiled in 
The Picture of Poverty in Alabama, 
a data book that has just been 
released. While the book contains 
generic poverty statistics, there are 
some new ones. 

The Alabama Poverty Project is 
providing free copies of this guide 
to public libraries around the state, 
10 legislators and the governor. The 
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guide was created to prevent people 
from being haunted by what they do 
not know and actions they have not 
taken. Hopefully, this information 
will aid communities to act to alle 
viate and ultimately end poverty in 
this state

As an original force on the 
Bradley-Roth bill, the landmark tax 
reform legislation of 1986, lowering 
federal income taxes to 26 percent 
at the time, and instituting a fairer 
system, Bradley gave public and 
private credit to many others, even 
though he worked long and hard on 
the bill. 

He has also championed cam- 
paign finance reform, health care 
improvements and initiatives for 
peace and reconciliation on both 
domestic and international levels. 

Qualities Bill Bradley would 
bring include star quality - hero 
image - charisma - electability - and 
it is time for a statesman - for some- 
one clean and experienced - it’s 
time for Bill Bradley.

Increased accountability & rural teacher 
shortage in store for education in ‘99 


Education personnel will face 
closer scrutiny of their job perfor- 
mance in 1999 and Alabama’s rural 
schools will continue to battle a 
teacher shortage, says University of 
Alabama education expert Dr. John 
Dolly. 

“As compensation increases for 
all education personnel — teachers, 
administrators and support staff 
such as counselors and school psy- 
chologists — there will be a greater 
push for more accountability, more 
assessment and more ongoing eval- 
uation of performance,” said Dolly, 
dean of UA’s College of Education. 

Dolly said that achievement test 
scores would continue to be the 
benchmark for evaluating a 
teacher's job performance. 

“The trend will continue to tie 
administrator and teacher perfor- 
mance to test scores of students 
within the schools where these per- 
sonnel are employed,” said Dolly, 


For years now Alabama's rural 
schools have had difficulty attract- 
ing and retaining teachers and 1999 
will see that difficulty hitting crisis 
stage, Dolly says. 

“Unless something is done salary 
wise and unless incentives are pro- 
vided for people to work in rural 
areas, rural schools will have a dif- 
ficult time finding enough quality 
teachers,” Dolly predicts. 

Dolly cited one of the main rea- 
sons for this shortage as “out of 
state flight” by new teacher gradu 
ales, 

“With an increasing school-age 
population in the state of Georgia 
and higher salaries being paid to 
new teachers from Alabama univer 
sities, Alabama will find itself com 
peting for the best and brightest 
teachers,” he said,

| he Sect 
for the Coffee County Commission 
got off to a good start with Martin 
Moates, of the NRCS(Natural 
Resource Conservation 


nd meeting of the year 


Service), 
presenting Commission Chairman 
Kayo ‘Lewis with a check for 
$30,000.00. The monies will be 
used to fund the ongoing gully 
repairs throughout the county 

Probate Judge William O. Bill” 
Gammill appeared before the com 
mission with a request for help in 
the Enterprise office. 

He presented commissioners with 
a hand-out that figures 
reflecting the past three months’ 
business conducted in the 
Enterprise and Elba 
Probate Court. 

Judge Gammill pointed out that 
the Enterprise office conducted 
about three times as much business 
as Was conducted in the Elba Office 
He noted that the Elba office has 
three(3) general clerks while the 
Enterprise office has (4) four gener- 
al clerks. 

“We're doing about 300 percent 
more work with about 25 percent 
more clerks in Enterprise.” said 
Gammill, 

The judge put the commissioners’ 
minds at ease as he quickly added 
that he was not asking for three 
times as many clerks in the 
Enterprise Probate Office as there 
are in the Elba Probate Office, but 
he was asking for one additional 
clerk to be funded in the Enterprise 
Office. 

He noted that this would not only 
help with the work load, but would 
make the office more accessible to 
the public allowing them to conduct 
their business in the Probate Office 
in a more timely manner.

After a brief discussion, 
Commissioner Len Averett made 
the motion, seconded by 


Commissioner Tom Grimsley, that 
the Judge’s request be granted. The 
vote was 6-0 in favor of the motion 
with Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
abstaining. 

Commissioners turned to opening 
bids on a computer system for the 
District Judge’s office and a recon- 
ditioned police car for the sheriff's 
department. 

The lone bid on the computer sys- 
tem for the District Judge’s office 
was submitted by L & K Micro 
Supply of San Jose, CA. Their bid 
was $5,880.00, County 
Administrator Wilson Mobley noted 
that this was well below the amount 
budgeted for this project which was 
$10,000.00. 

The commission took no action 
on the matter and the bid will be 
given to District Judge Steven Blair 
to review and decide whether or not

Phe pending matter of replacing 
or repairing a police car for the sher- 
iff’s department was ‘once again 
addressed by the commission.

In the last commission meeting 
(Jan. 11), bids on the repair of the 
unit Were opened and they ranged 


from a low of $5,097.78 to a high of 


$7,442.63, A motion was made by 
Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
that the low bid for repair be accept- 
ed; however, before it was voted on, 
another motion to table the matter 
until bids on replacing the car witha 
reconditioned unit could be gotten 
was made by Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook. It passed. 

Two bids were received on sup- 
plying the county with a recondi- 
tioned car. One of the bids, from 
Police Cruiser, was thrown out 
because their bid did not meet the 
Specs set fourth in the bid request. 

The other bidder, Pursuit 
Unlimited Corporation of San Jose , 
CA, gave the county three (3) 
Options, They were: one - a 1996 
Chevrolet Caprice with 14,000 
miles at a cost of $13,999.00; two - 
a 1997 Ford Crown Vie with 61,000 
miles at a cost of $13,499.00; and 
three - a 1996 Ford Crown Vic with 
61,000 miles at a cost of 
$12,599.00. All three units had a 
delivery charge of $250.00. 

After reviewing the options, 
Sheriff Ben Moates recommended 
accepting the 1996 Caprice with 
14,000 miles noting that since the 
wrecked vehicle was a 1995 
Caprice, the police equipment 
would exchange much more easily. 

It was also mentioned that since 
the county is already in the process

of negotiating a price differential on 
the last unit purchased from Pursuit 
Unlimited that this be incorporated 
into this purchase, A 1995 Caprice 
was delivered in lieu of a 1996 on 
the last purchase and the company 
had tentatively agreed on a mone- 
tary adjustment but no amount had 
been agreed upon at this time. 
Commissioner Dalrymple, who 
leaned toward repairing — the 
wrecked car, made a motion that all 
the bids on a reconditioned car be 
rejected and the low bid on repair- 


ing the car be accepted, His motion 
failed to pass with 3-3 vote. 
Dalrymple, Westbrook and 


Stephens voted for the motion and 
Brooks, Grimsley and Averett voted 
against and Lewis abstained. 

During a discussion period, 
Commissioner Stephens suggested 
going ahead and purchasing a new 
car that is already in the sheriff's 
budget and retiring the wrecked car 
which has over 160,000 miles and 
was reportedly costing the county 
approximately $800 per month in 
maintenance costs. No motion to 
that effect was made by Stephens. 

Commissioner brooks comment- 
ed, “I don’t see why we should 
throw good money after bad!” He 
was referring to repairing the 
wrecked car. 

The motion was made by 
Commissioner Averett that the pur- 
chase of a reconditioned police car 
be made from Pursuit Unlimited, 
and that the county attorney negoti- 
ate a settlement on the last deal in 
conjunction with the purchase 
agreement. The motion passed 4-3 
with Commissioners Averett, 
Brooks, Lewis and Grimsley voting 
for while Commissioners 
Westbrook, Robert Stephens and 
Dalrymple opposed the motion. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Commissioner Stephens 
reported that 85 percent of the cost 
of paving the streets around the 
Elba Courthouse will be funded by 
FEMA. 

Commissioner Grimsley request- 
ed that at the commission’s next 
work session the problem of stray 
animals in the rural areas of the 
county be addressed and a possible 
solution be worked out. He also 
requested that the sheriff attend this 
meeting. All the commissioners 
acknowledged that a problem does 
exist and expressed their willing- 
ness to a try and solve the problem.

Elba City Council transfers former Mulberry 
school property to pre-school days owners

The Elba City Council voted 
undaimously Monday evening to 
retin ownership of the Mulberry 
Seige! property to the Mulberry 
Baptist Association. The 
Association had deeded the five 
acres of land to the city for the pur- 
pose of building the school build- 
ings. The deeds specified that this 
was for purposes only. 
Therefore, when the Elba schools 
ceased to use the facility and 
returned title to the city, it was time 
to return the property to those who 
donated it in the beginning 

There had been long discussions 
for the past several years on this 
reversion clause. There was some 
confusion because when the proper- 
ty was later deeded to the school 
system, the statement about revert- 
ing back was omitted, even though 
it was on the city’s deed. When 
research contirmed the memory of 
those who were present at the time 
of the transfer, the wheels began to 
turn to honor the intent of the deed- 
signers. 

This transfer does not include the 
five acres on which the ball park is 
located, That is city-owned proper- 
ty, according to city officials.

A discussion with Bishop Hirron 
Williams over his desire to purchase 
the auditorium of the old high 
school almost reached the boiling 
point as opposing opinions were 
expressed. 

Mayor James Grimes repeated his 
position that the property was part 
of long- range plans the city already 
has underway. Williams pointed out 
that nothing was being done with 
the building when New Abundant 
Life Church members took the 
building, cleaned it up and began 
church services there five years ago. 

Grimes told Williams the church 
does not qualify for purchasing 
under the Wallace-Cater Act as had 
been proposed, and selling it would 
clash with plans to develop a com- 
munity meeting building on the site. 
The mayor said the ideal plan 
included a community meeting 
building, classrooms as small busi- 
ness incubators, a room for comput- 
er training of local citizens, ete. 

The mayor told Harris he would 
have no objections to the church 
continuing to use the facility until 
the city and/or industrial board got 
renovation grants approved, 

Williams said that either way the 
church will have to go ..."It’s the 
same song and dance we got from 
the last administration.” He noted 


the city couldn’t afford to fix the 
roof and wouldn't sell the building, 

Williams had presented the coun- 
cil with a proposal to buy the build- 
ing over time (at $100 per month) 
with the city fixing, and keeping 
fixed, the roof on the auditorium 
and the classrooms he planned to 
use. 

When Councilman Ben Carpenter 
asked if the city could sell the build- 
ing under the proposal as presented, 
Williams quickly said he could 
change his proposal. 

Council member Ronnie 
Hammond reminded his fellow 
council members the building was 
sitting empty when the church took 
it and made something out of the 
facility, 

Council member John W. 
Sharpless made a motion concern- 
ing the selling of the building and it 
deadlocked 3-3, with Sharpless, 
Carpenter and Grimes opposing the 
sale and Hammond, Gray and 
Bannin in favor of selling. 

Council member Winzel Gray 
made a motion for the mayor to get 
together with Bishop Williams and

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Coffee County's EMA Director 
encourges calling before digging

The director of Coffee County's 
Emergency Management Agency 
urges county residents, town and 
city street departments and area 
contractors to exercise extreme cau 
tion when doing excavation work 

In Monday's meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission, EMA 
Director Charles Webb commented 
on a recent natural gas explosion 
Which occurred in Northern 
Alabama - Bridgeport, AL. 

In a memorandum to the commis 
sion chairman, he noted that the 
explosion was probably caused by 
excavating work being done near a 
gas pipeline. The explosion killed 
three people, injured several others 
and did substantial property dam 
age. 

He told commissioners that an 
article in one of the local newspa 
pers last Sunday contained a news 
release on Alabama One Call, a cen- 
tral point from which one can 
obtain information on a variety of 
utility lines. 

Webb noted that the article did 
not contain a phone number for ser 
vice; however, he was able to obtain 
the number from the offices of the 


Southeast Alabama Gas District. 
rhe number for Alabama One Call 
is 1-804)-292-8525. 

The organization’s sole purpose 
is to make sure all underground util- 
ities are Not compromised, The non- 
protit Alabama Line  Loeation 
Center, headquartered in 
Birmingham, Operates the state's 
only one-call center which excava- 
tors, contractors and individuals 
must notify betore they dig, Armed 
with the information obtained from 
each call, the Center notifies mem- 
ber utility companies with under- 
ground facilities in the area, The 
utilities then mark their lines prior 
to the commencement of work, 
ensuring a clearly defined area 
Where potentially hazardous lines 
are buried 

In 1995, the state of Alabama, 
recognizing the need to prevent util- 
ity line damage, enacted a “call 
before you dig” law requiring any- 
one preparing to dig to contact the 
Alabama Line Location Center. 
After notification by the Center, 
utility companies are required to 
mark their lines within tWo business 
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
